A Soviet convoy of UA2 450A ambulances, GAZ-51 bus, 
GaZ-69, Z-I 64, 50 Z-I64N each towing trailer, 17 MAZ-502 tractor 
trucks each with semi-trailer and 2 Z-585 dump trucks moved north 
on Cottbus Autobahn , vicinity of Lueben (VT 2455) Cutoff, 15 Nov- 
ember. Observer stated that vehicles appeared new. 


Convoy of 19 Z-I64N each towing trailer, Z-I64, Z-585 
dump truck, GAZ-69 (all without VRN's); 5 MAZ 200, ambulance /bus , 
£. cargo trucks (all with VRN's) observed moving north in vicinity 
of HERZBEBG (UT 76283 on 18 November. 


G OMMENT : Vehicles are the latest Soviet production 

models. The introduction of new improved models indicates poss- 
ible modernization and expansion of GSFG logistical capability. 
Con voys were possibly the movement of equipment and supplies in 
connection with exorcise believed to have been conducted in 
Dresd en— Co t thus area 14—18 November. 

2. (C) EAST GERMAN ARMY FORCES : 

Elements of one East German Army Engineer Battalion 
mowed into East Berlin on 19 November. The exact identification 
of this unit was not determined, but it is very likely that this 
unit was subordinate to the 1st Motorized Rifle Division which 
h,-;s its headquarters in Potsdam. There are no known separate 
EGA engineer battalions in the Berlin Ring. 

3* (C) GARRISON SECURITY FORCES , 

Defectors from 6th Border Command (BC) Regiment, Schone- 
borg, (PE 2768), 1st BC Regiment Muehlhausen (PB 0575), and 4th 
BC Regiment Dermbach (NB 7919 ) report all leaves were cancelled

as of 15 Nov 61 . (P-l) Rumored reasons for cancellation are 

_ participation in EGA maneuvers and imminent signing of Soviet- 
East German peace treaty. (F- 6 ) 


COMMENT t Alert status apparently involves entire Border 
Command. No indication that alert involves EGA or Security Alert 
Poiice (SiiP) except for single report that 9 th S^P Regiment at 
Chemnitz (uS 5436) must he "C©mbat Ready" by 15 Nov. Numerous 
defector reports from 1 Border Guard Brigade (SAP) in East Beilin 
and II Border Guard Brigade (SAP) at Gross Glienicke indicate 
these uniats not involved in alert of BC units. In addition, 
defectors frtm EGA engineer battalions constructing barbed wir;i 
fences along East-West German border indicate their units will 
continue construction work until late December. 


Many BC units still understrength and reorganizing: 
hence, alert status of BC units does not greatly improve oper- 
ational capability for other than normal border guard duties. 

BC units are normally placed on general alert status 
lr ^ sure availability of all able-bodied members of unit. It is 
unusual for only.BC to be placed on alert status. This is appar- 
L-ntiy an indication only the border area was involved. Exercise 
activity can only be accepted as likely cause of present alert in 
the context of on exercise involving almost all border areas. 
Exercise of this magnitude would be one involving Warsaw Pact 
Forces .

9- (C) OBSTACLES AND BARRIERS i 

The highlights of this reporting period commenced , during 
the evening of 19 November with construction of a new reinforced 
concrete wall and anti-tank obstacles on the sector/sector border. 

The East Germans have built new barriers and reinforced the walls 

from Bernauer Strasse north of the Brandenburg Gate to Freidrich 
-trasse which is south of the Brandenburg Gate. Between Branden- 
burg Gate and Potsdamar Plata a double row of anti-tank obstacles 
in the form of iron bars and concrete blocks were installed. 

The Brandenburg Gate was completely walled off by a semi-circular 
well positioned on the west side of the Gate. (See Incl 1 & 2 )(p)

The 8 wheel armored personnel carrier displayed in the 
7 Nov 6l parade in Moscow appears equipped with infrared driver's 
lights and possibly with infrared commander's light. 21 T-5$s 
quipped with infrared lights for commander, driver and gunner 
".re displayed in same parade. 

COMMENT: Infrared drivers lights are extensively used on 

a'. / 1 at tanks, sell -propelled antiaircraft guns and amphibious scout 
cars , Equipping new armored personnel carrier with lights is furtho 
indications of import nee given night movement by Soviets. Soviets 
probably intend to use this new armored carrier in night combat 
in conjunction with tanks.
